.at they should put a stop to the 
suing of licenses to grow opium in 
ur own Indian territories, and should 
dopt such means as may seem most 
uitable for checking its cultivation in 
10 native States. Lastly, that they 
lould cordially co-operate with the 
hinese Government in putting down 
IB trade in this obnoxious drug, and in 
tie prevention of smuggling, thus seek- 
ng to make some tardy amends for the 
njustice of which our country has so 
ong been guilty.
